The electric superintendent e x ­ 
plained that although actual ex­ 
perience in the first six months 
of the present fiscal year which 
started July I indicate a substan­ 
tial decrease in anticipated earn­ 
ings. the trend will reverse itself 
in the next six months.

beaver or otter pelt. Only Michi­ 
gan residents may obtain a beav­ 
er trapping license. 
The license permits the trapper 
to take six beaver 
(one 
more 
than last year) and three otter in 
the Upper Peninsula. No license 
will be sold after 5 ii. rn. on the 
opening day of the season. 
In the Lower 
Peninsula 
the 
season is from March 20 to March 
31 and three beaver and 
three 
otter may be taken. 
Beaver Identified 
Hides must be sealed 
by the 
conservation department 
in the 
zone where they were taken by 
the trapper. and the sealing m ust 
be completed in tile U. P. by 12 
noon April 16, and

Peninsula by 12 non April 2. 
Only persons 12 years of age 
or over may obtain a beavcr-ot- 
tcr trapping license.

High Court Protects 


Right To Strike 
WHEN the United States supreme court 
Monday struck down the Wisconsin 
law which banned strikes by public utility 
workers, it likewise invalidated a similar | 
law in Michigan and a number of other 
states. The court ruled that the Wisconsin 
Statute is in conflict with the National La­ 
bor Relations act which safeguards em­ 
ployes’ rights to strike. 
Michigan laws not only were designed to 
prevent strikes in public utilities but also 
banned strikes by public employes. 
The 
supreme court decision held that in addi­ 
tion to the state law being in conflict with 
the federal labor relations act, it also vi­ 
olates the U. S. constitution by imposing 
involuntary servitude, 
and by invading 
rights of free speech, 
public 
assemblage 
find freedom to contract. The general tone 
of the decision is such that it is highly un­ 
likely that the court would sustain 
any 
state legislation designed to restrict the 
right to strike of any individual, whether 
he was engaged in interstate commerce or 
r o t 
States, like Wisconsin and Michigan, 
which enacted statutes to prevent strikes 
in public utilities did so in the belief that 
maintenance of public utilities services are 
essential to the public interest. Procedures 
were established to arbitrate 
grievances, 
but the supreme court has held that com­ 
pulsory arbitration is an invasion of in­ 
dividual rights, and therefore illegal. 
It should be noted, however, that strikes 
creating national emergencies are brought 
tinder federal control by the Taft-Hartley 
act and that injunctive procedures are pro­ 
vided rn this legislation, apparently with 
the blessing of the supreme court. 


Dearborn 
Chief 
Disdains 


Constitutional 
Rights 
rvEA RB O R N ’S chief of police, Ralph B 
Guy, 
a supporter of Mayor Orville 
Hubbard, foolishly banned—or attempted 
to ban—Dearborn’s three newspapers from 
getting any police news from the Dearborn 
police department after Mayor Hubbard 
won a recall election last week. 
The ban was in effect for two days be­ 
fore Chief Guy rescinded it. Mayor Hub­ 
bard himself called the action “the most 
stupid thing Guy ever did.” 
As every newspaper reporter knows, the 
nearborn police chief’s action was not only 
stupid but also illegal. Within certain de­ 
fined limits police records, like the records 
of most public offices, are public property. 
They are not the possession of the chief of 
police. 
The police chief may be able to 
suppress 
certain 
police 
news 
on 
the 
grounds that public disclosure would in­ 
terfere with law enforcement. This legal 
right, however, cannot possibly be broad­ 
ened to the point that it would permit the 
chief of police to ban all police news for an 
indefinite period of time. 
In 
this 
instance the Dearborn police 
chief was piqued because all three Dear­ 
born newspapers supported the movement 
to recall Mayor Hubbard. Chief Guy said 
that this action made the Dearborn papers 
“ unfit to be termed newspapers.” 
It seems that the Dearborn chief of po­ 
lice has a rather peculiar understanding of 
the constitutional privilege of freedom of 
the press. We certainly hope that as chief 
of polit e in Dearborn he does not exercise 
the same disdain of constitutional rights of 
the rest of his constituents.

, ttvSCANABA firemen last year answered 
335 fire calls of which 34, or one out 
of every IO, were false alarms. The inci­ 
dence of false alarms in Escanaba is un­ 
usually high and the cause of considerable 
anxiety by fire department officials. 
The false alarms, of course, are caused 
primarily by youngsters who fail to realize 
the gravity of this situation. These young­ 
sters, warped in their thinking, believe it 
is smart to pull a fire 
alarm 
box 
and 
watch the fire truck respond to the call. 
What they fail to recognize is that false 
fire alarms cost the taxpayers needless ex­ 
pense and that personnel and equipment 
sent out on false alarms are not available 
during that period to answer real fire calls. 
The 
Escanaba 
fire department has a 
comparatively small crew of firemen on 
duty at any one time and when this crew is 
called out on a false alarm, the exposure 
risk 
to 
property during that period is 
sharply increased. 
It would be well for parents to explain 
this situation to their young sters and to 
warn them of the stupidity of false fire 
alarms.

TOO MANY APPEALS? 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
“Are we asked to give too often?” asks a 
writer in a current Women's Home Com­ 
panion. He goes on to answer his own 
question: Yes. Too many appeals for char­ 
itable and civic causes become self-defeat­ 
ing. Their cumulative effect is not only to 
cut down contributions to those toward the 
end of a procession of campaigns but also 
to cut into support for all. The chief trou­ 
ble in larger communities, he finds, is the 
number of national and other organiza­ 
tions which, for various reasons, do not 
join in united local fund-raising efforts. 
Here is an old problem come to a head 
again—the problem which a generation 
or more ago brought into being the com­ 
munity chest movement. 
And there are 
valid arguments on both sides. 
The 
nonjoiners 
point out that a fund 
raising campaign is also a campaign of ed­ 
ucation—that the path between the con­ 
tributor to a community chest and the ob­ 
ject of his gift leads through an organiza­ 
tional abstraction before it reaches its goal. 
They recall the simpler days when many 
contributors to a social service felt direct 
personal responsibility for its support. And 
they see in united fund raising one more 
step toward complete institutionalization 
of the generous urge to be one’s brother’s 
keeper. 
On the other hand, advocates of the joint 
fund-raising idea point with equal cogency 
to the old duplication of services and effort 
and to the fact that a well-run chest can 
raise its funds at a lower cost per dollar 
than can well-run separate organizations. 
Against 
the 
undeniable united fund’s 
disadvantage of institutional impersonality 
can be set the fact that the costliest fund 
raising of all is usually that which looks so 
appealingly non-professional but which de­ 
pends 
on 
benefit 
performances, 
bingo 
games, raffles, and “commissions” on the 
sale of often inferior articles.

“encouraging responses” to its recent dip­ 
lomatic notes. Washington experts reason 
that these stories would be killed by polit­ 
buro censors unless the Kremlin intended 
to convey a message to the U. S. through 
them. 
Note—The U. S. wants the meeting held 
in Washington for world prestige and do­ 
mestic political reasons. 
HELPING SMALL BUSINESS 
Threatening jail for five percenters, mo­ 
bilization boss Charles Wilson 
promised 
congressional watchdogs the other day that 
he would establish a small business office 
to circumvent influence peddlers and help 
small firms get government contracts. 
He made the offer behind closed doors 
of tile joint congressional committee on 
defense production, at the suggestion of 
Chiarman Burnet Maybank of South Caro­ 
lina. 
“I 
hate 
to see five or ten percenters 
around,” snorted Maybank. “You should 
do something so that a man can come to 
Washington to find out what is what with­ 
out paying some fellow $2,000 or $3,000.” 
“ If I find that, the two of them will go 
to jail.” warned Wilson. 
He agreed to organize a small-business 
office “that will be complete to give all 
help and information that we knovr how’ to 
give to aid small business.” 
This w’as a relief to Senator Capehnrt, 
Indiana Republican, who complained that 
“Small-business men are worrying every 
congressman and senator to death 
with 
telephone calls and letters, asking how do 
we get business.” 
“Senator, I have thousands of letters,” 
sympathized the mobilization boss. 
“The 
first week I was down here. I had 26.000 
letters. I think the problem is very press­ 
ing.” 
ADVOCATES TRAILERS 
Here are other important highlights of 
Wilson’s elosed-door session with the con­ 
gressional watchdogs: 
1. 
Wilson 
warned against overexpan­ 
sion of industry. 
2. 
Wilson advocated trailers instead of 
temporary housing to house workers in de­ 
fense areas. 
3. Wilson was not worried about the cop­ 
per shortage. 
4. Wilson agreed to organize a committee 
on science and development to develop 
new’ production methods. 
“ In the next three years—and this is tho 
fundamental philosophy in my office—we 
must really make America mighty from a 
military standpoint and at the same time 
keep a sound economy in the country,” de­ 
clared the defense mobilizer. Then he add­ 
ed firmly: “I believe it can be done.”

Offer For Financing 
Seaway Power Made 
By N. Y. Authority 


WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
New York state pow er authority 
offered today to finance the cost 
of the U. S. power phase of the St. 
Lawrence seaway project. 
Maj. General Lewis A. Pick, 
chief of the arm y engineers, yes­ 
terday testified this cost was es­ 
timated at $192,493,000. 
John E. Burton, chairm an of 
the authority, testified 
to 
the 
House public works committee: 
“The 
power 
authority of the 
state of New York offers to join 
into full partnership with the fed­ 
eral government to finance, con­ 
struct and operate the power side 
of the St. Law rence dual-purpose 
project from the very beginning. 
Amendment Proposed 
“We would expect to do this in 
complete cooperation 
and 
joint 
supervision with the federal pow­ 
er commission and the army e n ­ 
gineers. 
“In 
this 
m anner the federal 
government would be relieved of 
all power project costs f r o m the 
outset.’’ 
Burton told the committee he 
was prepared to offer an am end­ 
ment to spell out his proposal. 
As drawn now and supported 
by top administration officials au­ 
thorization legislation before the 
commitee would call for the fed­ 
eral government to build the pow­ 
er phase and turn it over to New 
York state for operation, with the 
state reimbursing the government 
over a period of years for its ex­ 
penditures. 
Burton followed Chairm an Mon 
W allgren of the pow er commis­ 
sion in advocacy of the $1,000,- 


000,000 
project and enlarged in 
detail on the power needs of New 
York and nearby areas. 
Source Scarcely Tapped 
H e emphasized that though the 
authority had aggressively sought 
a license from the power comm is­ 
sion to construct the pow er pro j­ 
ect, in conjunction with the pro­ 
vince of Ontario, Canada, it also 
supports the seaway phase. 
“The New York state adm inis­ 
tration appeals to the Congress,” 
Burton said, “to support the sea­ 
w ay as a vital link in our broad 
national security.” 
When the state power authority 
w as created in 1931, Burton r e ­ 
lated, hydroelectric power made 
up 43 per cent of the energy out­ 
put in New York. 
“One-sixth of the nation’s hydro 
output 
was 
generated 
in 
o»r 
state,” he continued, “and the po­ 
tentialities of Niagara and the St. 
Law rence were scarcely tapped. 
“Today, 20 years later, Niagara 
and the St. Lawrence 
are 
still 
only potentialities. Hydroelectric 
pow er now makes up only a q u a r­ 
ter of the state’s output. The d e­ 
velopm ent of Niagara 
and 
St. 
L aw rence today would increase 
our present whole power capacity 
by one-third, and output by one- 
half. 
Despite this potential ad ­ 
vantage, hydro capacity 
in 
the 
state has increased only 8 per cent 
since 
1930, 
while in the other 
states, it has increased an average 
of 119 per cent.” 
Demand Increases 
The state’s “inability to develop 
its resources because it has been 
blocked by the 
federal

ment,” 
Burton said, means that

J. A. Robinson, chairman of the 
budget and finance department of 
B’nai B’rith, national Jewish wel­ 
fare organization, said the volun­ 
teers were chosen from among 300 
applicants from all over the coun­ 
try.

Their plight is the same as that 
of New York’s four Godfrey broth­ 
ers and the six Baird brothers of 
Philadelphia. 
The 
muscles 
slowly 
waste 
away. The body becomes flabby.
